Secrion 1. Section 2 of chapter 11 of the general
_ laws of 1867, entitled “an act in relation to records
and documentary evidence,” is hereby amended by
adding after the last word in the last line of said section
two, the following: “and said register shall receive
such compensation for making such copy or copies and
certifying to the same, as he i3 now entitled by law to
receive for recording deeds and mortgages, which sum
shall be paid him on demand by the treasurer of the
county in which said registry is made: provided, that
the office of registry is not a salaried office.”

SEcTioN. 2. This act shall take effect and be in
force from and after its passage.
